Dems confident that 
regulation overhaul 
will eventually pass 

Washington 

Undaunted by a Senate setback, 
Democrats appeared increasing- 
ly confident Monday they will be 
able to take advantage of Ameri- 
cans’ anger at Wall Street and push 
through the most sweeping new 
controls on financial institutions 
since the Great Depression. 

The Senate, in a 57-41 vote, 
failed to get the 60 supporters 
needed to proceed on the regula- 
tory overhaul. Only one Democrat, 
Sen. Ben Nelson of Nebraska, joined 
with the Republicans. 

But the evening vote was just 
part of a legislative ballet keeping 
bipartisan talks alive. At the end. 
Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid 
switched his vote to “no,” too, but 
that was just a maneuver that will 
enable him to call for a new tally. 

Democrats believe that public 
pressure and the scent of a Wall 
Street scandal have given them 
the upper hand. Republicans have 


taken up the Democrats’ Wall 
Street-bashing rhetoric and have 
voiced hope that a bill will ulti- 
mately pass. 

The financial overhaul bill is a 
priority of President Obama’s and, 
after health care, its passage would 
build on his legislative successes 
— an important political consid- 
eration in an election year. 


Senate Republicans have been 
solidly opposed to the legislation 
so far, but Democrats are deter- 
mined to force them to block the 
bill time and again until their 
unity cracks. 

“I don’t think it’s a tenable polit- 
ical position for the Republicans to 
be in,” White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs said. 


Richard Shelby, the top Repub- 
lican on the Banking Committee, 
said Monday before the vote, “Most 
Republicans want a bill, but they 
want a substantive bill.” 

The Alabama senator has been 
negotiating changes to the regu- 
latory legislation with committee 
chairman Sen. Chris Dodd, D-Conn.

Fight Over 
Immigration 
Intensifies 
In Arizona 

Phoenix 

The conflict over a sweeping crack- 
down on illegal immigration in 
Arizona intensified Monday as 
vandals smeared refried beans in 
the shape of swastikas on the state 
Capitol’s windows. 

More protests were planned 
Monday after thousands gath- 
ered this weekend to demonstrate 
against a bill that will make it a 
state crime to be an illegal immi- 
grant in Arizona. 

Opponents say the law will lead 
to rampant racial profiling and 
turn Arizona into a police state. 
But supporters of the law say it 
is necessary to protect Arizonans 
from a litany of crimes committed 
by illegal immigrants. 

Arizona officers would arrest 
people found to be undocument- 
ed and turn them over to federal 
immigration officers. Democratic 
Rep. Raul Grijalva has asked the 
federal government not to cooper- 
ate with the arrests. 

State Sen. Russell Pearce said 
it’s “disappointing” that opponents 
would call on the government to 
ignore the law. (ap)

Pay discrimination 
case against retailer 
likely headed to trial 

San Francisco 

A sharply divided federal appeals 
court on Monday exposed Wal- 
Mart Stores Inc. to billions of 
dollars in legal damages when it 
ruled a massive class-action law- 
suit alleging gender discrimina- 
tion over pay for female workers 
can go to trial. 

In its 6-5 ruling, the 9th Cir- 
cuit U.S. Court of Appeals said 
the world’s largest private employ- 
er will have to face charges that it 
pays women less than men for the

same jobs and that female employ- 
ees receive fewer promotions and 
have to wait longer for those promo- 
tions than male counterparts. 

The retailer has fiercely fought 
the lawsuit since it was first filed 


by six women in federal court in 
San Francisco in 2001. 

Since it doesn’t have a compa- 
nywide policy of discrimination, 
Wal-Mart argued that women 
alleging gender bias should file 
individual lawsuits against indi- 
vidual stores. 

Wal-Mart’s top lawyer Jeff 
Gearhart said the company dis- 
agreed with the ruling and was 
considering its next step, which 
could include an appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

“We do not believe the claims 
alleged by the six individuals who 
brought this suit are representative 
of the experiences of our female 
associates,” said Gearhart, an exec- 
utive vice president, paul elias (ap)

Routine tests done 
minutes before blast 
show safe conditions 

Charleston, W.Va. 

Air samples did not show high lev- 
els of explosive gases just before an 
explosion in a West Virginia coal 
mine that killed 29 workers, and 
what caused the disaster remains 
unknown, the mine’s owner said 
Monday. 

Massey Energy Co. board direc- 
tor Stanley Suboleski said the sam- 
ples were taken by foremen as part 
of a shift change exam at the Upper 
Big Branch mine, just “tens of min- 
utes” before the blast. The examina- 


tion also showed that air flow in the 
underground mine was fine. 

“All the indicators are that at 
the start of the shift, everything 


was OK,” Subolesk said. 

Suboleski, two other Massey 
board directors and Chief Execu- 
tive Don Blankenship held a news 


conference Monday to address sev- 
eral issues related to the explo- 
sion, the nation’s worst coal min- 
ing disaster in 40 years. 

The news conference was held a 
day after President Obama and Vice 
President Joe Biden led a memori- 
al for the fallen miners. 

Blankenship told reporters that 
the president “honored the grieving 
families with his presence.” Offer- 
ing continued condolences to those 
families, he also offered the com- 
pany’s thanks to those who have 
assisted them since the blast. 

“This has left us humbled and 
hurt, and searching for answers,” 
Blankenship said, adding that the 
company was dedicated to finding 
out what happened, (ap)

Foreign workers leave 
as violenee spirals 
in beleaguered eity 

Kandahar, Afghanistan 

The United Nations scaled back its 
operations in the troubled south- 
ern city of Kandahar on Monday, 
relocating several foreign employ- 
ees to Kabul and telling more than 
200 Afghan U.N. workers to stay 
home amid rising violence. 

The announcement came hours 
after three bombings — one target- 
ing a local police official — shook 
the city. The rash of attacks came 
ahead of ajoint Afghan-NATO oper- 
ation to try to wrest control of the 
area from Taliban militants. The 
strategy is to flood in troops, rout 
the militants, and rush in new gov- 
ernance, development projects and 
security to win the loyalty of Kan- 
dahar’s half-million residents. 

Dan McNorton, a U.N. spokes- 
man in the capital of Kabul, insist- 
ed the world body was not pulling 
out of Kandahar and remained com- 
mitted to continuing its aid and 


humanitarian work. He declined to 
say how many U.N. employees were 
still working in Kandahar, the spir- 
itual birthplace of the Taliban. 

“Due to the current security 
situation in Kandahar, we have 
temporarily relocated several of 
our non-Afghan staff to Kabul,” 
McNorton said. 

A senior Western official famil- 
iar with U.N. operations said 16 
U.N. workers in Kandahar were

moved to a more heavily secured 
compound Sunday night and then 
traveled on to Kabul and perhaps 
other destinations. He spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 


In recent weeks, local officials, 
aid workers and contractors for U.S. 
development projects have been 
targeted by Taliban fighters try- 
ing to disrupt the upcoming mili- 
tary operation, expected to accel- 
erate this summer. 

“The security in this city is dete- 
riorating,” said Ena 3 aitullah Khan, 
43, a rickshaw driver. “People leave 
their homes only to find food for 
their children.” (ap)

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U.K. Envoy Escapes Yemen Blast 


San’a, Yemen 

The British ambassador in Yemen 
narrowly escaped a suicide attack 
Monday, when a young man in 
a school uniform detonated his 
explosives belt near the diplomat’s 
armored car in a poor district of 
San’a, officials said. 

The attack was the first such 
suicide bombing in the capital in 
a year, and it cast doubt on the 
effectiveness of the Yemeni gov- 
ernment’s U.S.-backed campaign 
against al- Qaeda militants, who 
have found a haven in parts of the 
impoverished nation where the gov- 
ernment’s control is weak. 

Washington has stepped up 
counterterrorism aid to San’a over 
the past year, warning that al-Qae- 


da’s offshoot in Yemen has become 
a global threat, particularly after 
it claimed responsibility for the 
failed Christmas Day attempt to 
bomb an American jetliner head- 
ing for Detroit. 

A British Embassy spokeswom- 
an said the ambassador, Timothy 
Torlot, was unhurt in the attack 

The ambassador’s vehicle was 
passing through the impoverished 
San’a district of Noqm when the 
explosion went off nearby, the Inte- 
rior Ministry said in a statement. 
The explosion ripped apart the 
bomber, identified as a 22-year- 
old high school student who hails 
from the southern town of Taiz. 
His head was found on the roof of 
a house about 20 yards away, the 
ministry said, ahmed al-haj (ap)

Another Setback 
In Iraqi Election 


Court disqualifies 
52 candidates, casts 
doubt on Sunni lead 

Baghdad 

An Iraqi court threw the nation’s 
disputed election into deeper dis- 
array Monday by disqualifying 52 
candidates, including one winner, 
in a legal ruling that cast doubt on 
the slim lead of a Sunni-backed 
alliance over the prime minister’s 
political coalition. 

The decision by the three-judge 
election court intensified political 
turmoil and dealt a new setback to 
efforts to form a new government 
in Iraq nearly two months after the 
vote for a new 325-member parlia- 
ment, which must select the next 
prime minister. 

U.S. officials had hoped the elec- 
tions would boost efforts to recon- 
cile Iraq’s divided ethnic and reli- 
gious groups as American military 
forces prepare to withdraw combat 


forces by September, with the rest 
to follow by the end of next year. 
But the maneuvering following the 
inconclusive vote instead has cre- 
ated a giant political vacuum and 
fears of new violence. 

It also threatened to anger anew 
Sunni voters, who had thrown their 
support behind secular candidate 
Ayad Allawi’s bloc to give it a two- 
seat lead. 

The winning candidate who 
would lose his seat was from Allawi’s 
Iraqiya coalition. Sunnis largely 
have spurned Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Maliki, and their anger against 
the Shiite-led government in 2006 
and 2007 was one of the key moti- 
vators for their bloody insurgency 
that only recently abated. 

The court also is considering 
the fate of at least seven other win- 
ning Iraqiya candidates who are 
accused of having ties to Saddam 
Hussein’s ousted Baath Party. That 
decision, which is expected as early 
as Tuesday, could deal a fatal blow 
to Allawi’s lead, lara jakes (ap)

Justices to consider whether shielding kids from violent games is constimtional 


Washington 

Fresh from deciding one major 
free-speech challenge last week, 
the Supreme Court said Monday 
it would take up another: wheth- 
er states may forbid the sale of vio- 
lent video games to minors. 

California argues that the 
court’s decision more than 40 years 
ago that states may restrict the sale 
of sexually explicit materials to 
minors should now be extended to 
the violent images in popular video 
games such as Grand Theft Auto. 
Other states have passed such laws, 
but all have been shot down by fed- 
eral courts that said the Supreme 
Court has never authorized such 
an expansion. 

The U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the 9th Circuit said the same thing 
about California’s law. The state 
“is asking us to boldly go where 
no court has gone before,” Judge 
Consuelo M. Callahan wrote for a 
unanimous three-member panel. 
“We decline the state’s entreaty ... 
[to] redefine the concept of obsceni- 
ty under the First Amendment.” 

That the Supreme Court will 
now take on the task — its first look 
at the First Amendment protections 
afforded computer and video games 
— came as something of a surprise 
after last week’s action. The court 
voted 8-1 to strike down a federal 
law that outlawed the sale of vid- 
eos that depicted acts of illegal ani- 
mal cruelty, saying it was unpre- 
pared to carve out another area of 
speech from First Amendment pro- 
tection. But California’s case rais- 
es the additional issue of how far 
a state may go to protect minors 
from the harm its legislature said 
it found in exposure to extremely 
violent video games. 

The case, Schwarzenegger v. 
Entertainment Merchants Associa- 
tion, will be argued in the court’s next 
term, which begins in October.

California passed a law in 
2005, signed by Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, that prohibited 
the sale or rental of violent games 
to anyone under 18. It defined such 
a game as one that included “kill- 
ing, maiming, dismembering or 
sexually assaulting an image of a 
human being” in a way that a rea- 
sonable person would find appeals 
to a “deviant or morbid interest,” is 
patently offensive and lacks “seri- 
ous literary, artistic, political, or 
scientific value for minors.”

But judges never allowed the 
law to go into effect. The court of 
appeals was unwilling to extend the 
obscenity standard and said Cali- 
fornia had not proved violent video 
games make youths violent. 

But the California Psychological 
Association and the California Psy- 
chiatric Association, in a taste of the 
competing opinions that are likely 
to dominate the arguments, urged 
the court to take the case. 

Studies “suggest very strong- 
ly,” the groups said, that “par- 
ticipating in the playing of vio- 
lent video games by children and 
youth increase aggressive thought 
and behavior; increase antisocial 
behavior and delinquency; engen- 
der poor school performance; desen- 
sitize the game player to violence; 
and reduced activity in the frontal 
lobes of the brain.” Robert barnes

Neighborhood begins 
anew with revamped 
amenities, attitude 

Washington 

For 50 years. Southwest Washing- 
ton was divided in half by a mall 
and office complex that withered 
with age. Like the freeway that 
isolates the neighborhood from 
downtown, Waterside Mall left its 
community without a center. Now 
the mall is gone, two gleaming 
glass office towers with a splashy 
ground-floor Safeway supermarket 
have risen in its place, and the road 
that was mothballed to build it is 
back after a half-century, with wide 
sidewalks for pedestrians. 

Fourth Street may be a stretch 
of asphalt over two city blocks, 
but its reappearance in a neigh- 
borhood plagued by a generation 


of poor urban design is an impor- 
tant milestone in its revival. 

The new pedestrian-friend- 
ly, mixed-use project at the Met- 
ro’s door. Waterfront, is the first of 


three legs of an $800 million rede- 
velopment of 1.2 million square feet 
of offices, the same amount of resi- 
dential space, and at least 110,000 
square feet devoted to shops and 


restaurants. A CVS and a Bank of 
America are moving back soon from 
temporary quarters. 

A Subway and another restau- 
rant — one with tablecloths and run 
by the owners of TunniclifPs Tav- 
ern on Capitol Hall — have signed 
leases. Three District government 
agencies moved into the office space 
this month. 

At Sixth Street and Maine 
Avenue two blocks away. Arena 
Stage will reopen this fall after a 
$125 million makeover, expanding its 
footprint with a new playhouse, and 
rehearsal, office and public space. 

“The bottom line is that 
Southwest is back,” said Andrew 
Lit sky, chairman of the Adviso- 
ry Neighborhood Commission 
for the area and a resident since 
1977. “For everyone who was 
complaining there was a pauci- 
ty of everything, they’re wrong.”

Blade to Resume 
Publishing Paper

The District’s long-running gay week- 
ly newspaper wiQ resume publishing 
under its original name, the Wash- 
ington Blade, at the end of this week, 
after the acquisition of the Blade’s 
assets in bankruptcy court. 

In late February, staffers bought 
the newspaper’s name, copyright, 
trademark, archives, computers and 
office furniture for $15,000. Twen- 
ty-five thousand copies of the first 
edition of a redesigned Blade will 
hit newsstands Friday. 

The 40-year-old newspaper 
— founded in October 1969 just 
months after the Stonewall riots 
incited the gay rights movement — 
has published weekly editions under 
the name D.C. Agenda since Nov. 
20, four days after parent company 
Window Media declared Chapter 7 
bankruptcy and ceased operations.

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Report: HIV/AIDS Grips Suburbs 


Study says nearly half 
of people infected in 
area live outside D.C. 

Washington 

Nearly half of people infected with 
HIV/AIDS in the Washington area 
live outside the District, but subur- 
ban governments trail the city in 
efforts that help slow the spread of 
the disease, according to a study 
released Tuesday. 

In what was billed as the first- 
ever look at the scope of HIV/AIDS 
infection in suburban Washington, 
the study decried the lack of coor- 
dination that it said denies 14,500 
people the medical and support 


services they need and deserve, 
“regardless of where they live.” 

It called on local governments 
to establish standards so every- 
one gets tested for HIV during 
routine medical visits, unless they 
opt out.

Though the study, funded by 
the Washington AIDS Partner- 


ship, relied on public documents, 
it is the first to focus attention on 
the suburbs. That is where 46 per- 
cent of more than 30,000 people in 
the region with the infection reside, 
though the prevalence rate in the 
District is far higher. 

The study said the counties trail 
the District in their efforts to slow 
the spread of the disease through 
sex education in the schools, test- 
ing for infection and caring for 
the sick. 

The District produces an 
HIV/AIDS epidemiology update 
yearly. Maryland and Virgin- 
ia produces studies every five 
years, using data that is sev- 
eral years old, the study said.

Stay in postseason 
may be short unless 
Mavs bounce back

They were forced to start over 
together in Dallas, to instantly 
wash off the distractions and dis- 
sension that overtook just about 
every aspect of the Washington 
Wizards in the first half this sea- 
son. While their former team is 
focused on recovering from a sec- 
ond-consecutive lottery campaign, 
Caron Butler, Brendan Haywood 
and DeShawn Stevenson were 
given a second shot at success with 
the Mavericks. 

But with Dallas down three 
games to one in its best-of-seven 
first-round series against in-state 
rival San Antonio, the opportuni- 
ty grows more remote to claim the 
championship that last summer 
Butler actually thought the Wiz- 
ards would contend for. To keep 
that dream alive, the Mavericks 
will have to defeat the Spurs in 
three consecutive games, begin- 
ning on Tuesday at American Air- 
lines Center. 

Mavericks owner Mark Cuban 
and All-Star forward Dirk Now- 
itzki initially said the deal that 
shipped Josh Howard and three 
other players to Washington 
in exchange for three starters 
from the last Wizards playoff 
team made Dallas more talented 
than the team that reached the 
NBA Finals in 2006. But Cuban 
added recently that he wouldn’t 
be satisfied if this group doesn’t 
have a better finish, since the 
trade also pushed the Maver- 
icks to the league’s second-high- 
est payroll at nearly $87 million 
this season — with an additional 
$18 million in luxury tax penal- 


ties — and added more payroll 
next season. 

“When I spend $30, $40 mil- 
lion, I try to have a high expecta- 
tion. It’s not like buying a Yugo,” 
Cuban said. “If we don’t win the 
series, everybody is going to say 


it was a failure. If we don’t win a 
championship, everybody’s going 
to say it’s a failure, and that’s real- 
ly what it comes down to.” 

Butler and Hajrwood both have 
advanced beyond the first round 
only once each — Butler as a mem-

her of the Heat in 2004, Haywood 
a year later with the Wizards. Ste- 
venson, who declined to be inter- 
viewed for this story, has never won 
a playoff series. Haywood made the 
playoffs in four of his 8 V 2 seasons 
in Washington and said he enjoys 
the pressure and heightened expec- 
tations in Dallas. 

“In D.C., even when we made 
it to the playoffs, we were never 
really taken seriously. Everybody 
thought, ‘They maybe might win a 
first-round series.’ But a lot of peo- 
ple didn’t think we’d win that. This 
is a different animal. At the same 
time, I wouldn’t have it any other 
way,” said Haywood, 30, adding 
that he’s elated just to be back on 
this stage after sitting out last sea- 
son. “As you get older, you realize 
the playoffs aren’t a given. Com- 
peting for a championship isn’t 
a given. And basketball, it seems 
like it takes awhile, but it’s a very 
short career. I’m just grateful for 
every playoff game I can play.”

be worked out for your parents to 
buy you out of the mortgage with- 
in a set number of years — please 
tell me they have an income. Set 
up a meeting for the three of you 
with a financial advisor. 

You are also way too young to be 
stuck in a job so soul-sucking. See 
what resources your university’s 
career/alumni office has in terms of 
vocational counseling, testing, job- 
searching and networking. 


The Aftermath of 
Dad’s Drinking

Healthy Eats, 
Hold the Salad 

Whether you prefer your greens Sweet, Mixt or 
Chop't, you've probably had your fill of salad lately. 
But health food can be more than a bowl of arugula. 
Here are three new restaurants in Washington that 
offer a different way to watch what you eat. 


Freshii 

The first East Coast location of this 
Toronto-based chain is all about 
choices — mostly smart ones. At the 
door, customers are greeted by an 
“ambassador” who explains how to 
use the “Fast Ticket” menu. Write 
in the name of the meal you want 
from the list of suggested combos — 
say, a Cajun-spiced warrior chicken 
bowl ($6.49) — or customize. 

Start by picking a base: wrap 
($5.25), noodle/rice bowl ($5.75), 
soup ($5.75) or salad ($5.95). Then 
check off which toppings you want. 
A huge selection — including man- 
darin oranges, chickpeas and arti- 
choke hearts, — is included. You’ll 
pay extra for proteins (like grilled 
tofu and smoked bacon). Finish off 
with one of the sauces: perhaps low- 
sodium soy if you’re feeling virtu- 
ous, or blue cheese if you’re not. You 
can play around with the nutrition- 
al calculator on the Web site to map 
out your meal ahead of time. 

Freshii also carries loads of 
grab-and-go snacks: turkey jerky. 


multigrain chips, hard-boiled 
eggs. “We’re kind of the 7-Elev- 
en of health food,” says franchise 
owner Andrew Nelson. 

Funxion 

By day, Funxion is a spot for office 
workers to get a nutritious break- 
fast or lunch. By night, it trans- 
forms into Dysfunxion, a nightclub 
— complete with DJ booth — that 
serves up cocktails made with fresh 
organic juices. 

At first glance, the menu doesn’t 
look particularly healthy: pizzas, 
burgers, sandwiches. But take a 
closer look and you’ll see the tuna 
salad sandwich ($8) holds the mayo, 
the burgers ($6-$8) are all served 
on whole-wheat buns, and the chili 
($6) is made with bison meat. 

“We emphasize herbs and spices 
instead of fats and oils,” says direc- 
tor of nutrition Patrick Sullivan, 
who crafted the unusual comfort- 
food recipes. Some of his ingredient 
substitutions are secrets — all he’ll 
reveal about the oil-free pizza dough

is that it contains pureed avocado. 
But he hopes that some of the more 
obvious switches will persuade din- 
ers to be more adventurous in their 
diets. Kelp pesto anyone? 

Cafe Green 

The folks behind Java Green are 
going upscale with this “organ- 
ic vegan dining” sit-down restau- 
rant. Originally slated to launch a 
year ago, it’s finally in a soft open- 
ing now. (You’ll have to wait for the 


grand opening next month for the 
full bar, which will feature juices 
along with booze.) 

“We’re doing global cuisine,” 
says Jimmy Cooney, manager and 
one of three chefs who designed 
the eclectic menu, which features 
items ranging from a sweet potato 
gnocchi ($12) to a “mac and cheese” 
platter ($12). Even non-vegans will 
appreciate that losing animal-based 
products in these dishes makes the 
meals healthier. That “cheese” — 


really a nut milk-based sauce — is 
higher in protein and lower in fat 
than what you’d find elsewhere, 
Cooney boasts. The menu also has 
several raw dishes, including pizza

Courtney Love is easy to dismiss 
but hard to understand. 

After years in foster care, she 
rose to semi-prominence in the 
Washington state riot grrl scene, 
then rose to even greater prom- 
inence as first the wife, then the 
widow, of Kurt Cobain. Since then, 
she has chased tabloid glory as 
heatedly as musical accomplish- 
ment, making more headlines 
than albums.
